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St.  John  Clirysostom  once  said.  What  could  be  more  im- 
portant than  to  train  the  minds  of  childhood  and  to  shape  the  habits 
of  the  young?  In  truth,  far  greater  than  any  painter,  far  more  ex- 
cellent than  any  sculptor  or  any  other  artist  ranks  in  my  esteem,  the 
teacher  who  molds  the  character  of  youth.  How  \vell  this  describes 
our  own  Beloved  Bishop, 

HIS  EXCELLENCY  JOHN  FRANCIS  NOLL 
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Rev.  H.  James  Conway  was  appointed  super- 
intendent of  Central  Catholic  High  School  on 
July  5,   193Q. 

As  a  youth.  Father  Conway  was  a  member  of 
St.  Patrick  s  parish  here.  He  was  graduated 
from  old  Central  Cathohc  High  School  and  Mt. 
St.  Mary  s  Seminary,  Cincinnati.  Ordained  in 
1924,  he  served  as  assistant  at  St.  Vincents, 
Logansport:  and  at  St.  Patrick  s,  Kokomo;  was 
pastor  of  St.  Monica  s.  Gary,  and  chaplain  of 
Mercy  Hospital.  Gary,  before  his  appointment 
as  principal  of  Hammond  Catholic  Central  High  School.  He  taught  high 
school  classes  at  Kokomo  and  Hammond  for  seven  years  and  at  the  nurses 
training  school,  Gary,  for  four  years.  He  pursued  postgraduate  studies  in  educa- 
tion at  Loyola  and  DePaul  universities  in  Chicago  receiving  the  Master  s 
Degree  from  Loyola. 

Now,  Father  Conway  divides  his  time  between  Hammond  and  Fort 
Wayne  as  head  of  the  Catholic  High  Schools  in  both  cities.  He  naturally  feels 
at  home  in  Fort  Wayne,  where  he  resided  for  so  many  years.

In  later  years  nothing  is  more  conductive  to 
pleasure  tlian  nappy  memories.  It  is  w  itn  this 
thought  in  mind  that  these  brief  highughts  of  the 
history  of  the  Class  of  40  are  recorded.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  review  will  afford  many  pleasureable 
hours  in  the  years  to  come. 

It  did  not  take  long  for  our  class  to  get  in  step 
with  the  rest  of  the  school.  1  he  first  year  several 
obtained  football  uniforms.  Even  then  our  class 
sho\ved  a  marked  ability  in  basketball  as  is  evi- 
denced by  the  Echo  of  February.  1937:  The 
Freshman  team  s  only  complaint  is  that  of  lack  of 
competition.  It  has  bo%vled  over  every  team  in  its 
class  that  it  could  line!  to  play,  and  has  searched 
in  vain  for  ^\illing  opponents.  But  by  no  means 
was  the  cultural  side  of  school  life  neglected.  Three 
of  our  number  won  roles  in  the  Dramatic  Club 
plays,  and  our  class  led  the  school  by  earning 
eighteen  honor  monograms.  The  class  officers  for 
the  first  year  were:  Tom  Kelly.  President:  Al 
\  ounghaus.  Vice-president;  Ed  Harkenrider.  Sec- 
retary: and  Jim  Keefer,  Treasurer.  Activities  for 
the  hrst  year  were  wound  up  with  a  picnic  at  the 
Elk  s  Country  Club. 

The  second  year  saw  five  of  our  number  out  for 
football  and  one  member  on  the  varsity  basketball 
sf|uad.  A  new  set  of  officers  was  installed:  Ed 
Denner.  President:  Bill  Ryan.  Vice-president: 
Max  Zent.  Secretary;  and  Benny  Davito.  Treasiier. 
Again  three  of  the  class  won  roles  in  the  Dramatic 
Club  play,  and  eight  ^von  honor  monograms. 
Much  to  the  joy  of  the  students,  ground  was  broken 
for  the  new  school,  and  the  noise  of  the  construc- 
tion disrupted  classes  the  rest  of  the  year.  The 
picin'c  was  even  better  than  before  to  write  finis  to 
a  Nery  successful  second  vear. 


The  third  year  was  one  of  decided  change, 
classes  being  held  the  nrst  semester  in  Library  Hall 
and  the  second  semester  in  the  new  building.  W'e 
had  nine  men  in  football  uniform  and  three  on 
the  National  Catholic  Champion  Basketball  Team. 
And  not  to  be  outdone  in  other  departments,  one 
of  our  members  took  third  place  in  the  Annual 
Midwestern  Wranglers  Club  oratorical  contest  at 
Notre  Dame.  The  Echo  became  a  yearbook,  and 
a  new  publication,  the  Shamrock,  was  begun 
by  the  Class  of  40.  Since  the  girls  were  now  eligi- 
ble, the  class  won  twenty-three  honor  monograms. 
Ed  Harkenrider.  President:  Jeanne  Wigent.  \  ice- 
president:  Mary  Alyce  Noll,  Secretary:  and  Tom 
Kelly,  Treasurer,  acted  in  official  capacity  the  third 
year. 

Steps  toward  consolidation  marked  the  fourth 
year.  A  new  faculty  consisting  of  priests  replaced 
the  brothers,  and  several  of  the  classes  became  co- 
educational. Dramatics  and  public  speaking  were 
given  new  impetus  by  the  founding  of  dramatics 
and  public  speaking  classes  and  the  Mask  and 
Wig  Dramatics  Club.  Twenty  honor  monograms 
testilied  to  the  scholastic  ability  of  our  group.  Our 
three  class  members  were  the  high-point  men  on 
the  National  Tourney  squad  as  Central  Catholic 
brought  home  another  National  Championship, 
and  one  of  them  became  high-point  man  of  the 
whole  toiunanient.  Class  officers  for  the  linal  year 
were:  Ed  Dehner.  President:  Joan  Suelzer,  \  ice- 
president:  Margaret  Callahan,  Secretary:  and  Tom 
Kelly,  Treasurer.

This  was  ably  demonstrated  when  almost  im- 
mediately we  became  active  iSIission  workers  and 
contributed  our  share  of  melody  to  the  Glee  Club. 
^vhile  a  large  percentage  of  the  class  received  honor 
letters  and  athletic  monograms  during  our  nrst 
year  of  high  school. 

After  our  initiation  as  Freshmen,  ^vhich  was  a 
fairly  mild  one.  %ve  settled  down  to  work  with  a 
giggle. 

The  Sodality  received  us  ceremoniously  with 
Mass  and  Holy  Communion,  which  was  followed 
by  a  breakfast  in  our  honor. 

Late  May  found  the  Eighth  Graders  of  the  city 
contendedly  munching  our  carefully  prepared 
delicacies,  while  the  members  of  the  sewing  class 
modelled   samples   of  their  expert   needlework. 

A  class  of  Seniors  waved  farewell  and  we  moved 
up  a  notch  to  become  the  mighty  Sophomores. 
Little  time  elapsed  before  we  rolled  up  our  sleeves 
and  officially  welcomed  the  Freshmen.  In  Feb- 
ruary they  responded  with  a  lovely  party  in  Valen- 
tine appointments.  The  year  passed  without  further 
social  functions,  but  basketball  and  swimming  kept 
us  busy. 

September  rolled   around   again   and   since   the 
new  school     was  nearly  completed  we  began  our 
third  year  with  a  thrill  of  expectancy. 

A  very  successful  skating  party  provided  ample 
funds  for  our  Junior-Senior  Banquet  in  November. 


December  23rd  marked  the  close  of  our  academy 
days  and  the  historic  bell  tolled  our  tearful  good- 
byes, as  we  reluctantly  turned  the  page  on  a 
chapter  of  our  lives  that  shall  often  come  Heating 
back  as  the  dearest  of  memories. 

After  Christmas  vacation  we  stepped  wonder- 
ingly  into  a  new  school.  It  had  no  history  nor  any 
scratches  on  the  desks,  but  we  were  there  to  make 
them! 

It  seemed  no  time  at  all  until  we  donned  our 
frills  and  were  whisked  off  to  the  Prom  where 
midst  flowers  and  soft  music  our  third  year  came 
to  a  close. 

Having  proudly  assumed  our  position  as  the 
dignified  Seniors  we  lost  no  time  in  electing 
class  officers.  The  crevices  in  the  class  treasury 
were  somewhat  nlled  by  a  skating  party  in  the 
early  Fail.  Our  Victory  Dance  was  in  no  way  a 
foolhardy  venture  despite  the  fact  that  it  was  held 
on  April  1st:  we  came  through,  as  did  the  team  we 
honored,  with     flying  colors. 

Later  in  April  we  took  off  our  coats  and  began 
practice    for    the    Senior    Play,      Shirt    Sleeves, 
along  with  preparations  for  the  Prom. 

So  now.  with  a  lump  in  the  throat  we  stand  on 
the  threshold  of  life  and  bid  goodbye  to  the  school 
that  we  have  come  to  love  so  much.  l^Ioreover,  if 
we  retain  its  Catholic  beliefs  and  ideals  we  may 
be  sure  that  the  Christ  of  Lewis  Street  will  guide 
us  safely  through  our  lives,

The  lirst  t%vo  touchdowns  were  scored  in  the  second  quarter  and  the  other  in  the  third.  The  jjlacements 
were  made  by  Krouse  and  Derloshon. 

South  Side  started  off  a  little  fast  for  C.  C.  by  getting  a  touchdown  early  in  the  first  quarter  and 
late  in  the  second  to  lead  12-0.  which  was  the  nnal  score.  Except  for  about  10  minutes  in  the  game,  when 
the  Archers  were  registering  their  two  touchdowns,  they  met  their  equal  in  the  Irish  who  put  up  a  great 
battle  against  superiod  odds  and  played  the  Archers  to  a  standstill  in  the  remaining  time. 

As  C.  C.  played  Portland  they  reached  their  climax.  A  20-7  win  over  Portland  meant  a  great  deal 
to  the  boys.

As  the  Irish  launched  their  season  against  Marlon,  they  started  a  winning 
streak  that  lasted  lor  the  iirst  six  games  ol  the  season.  The  glorious  trail  went  as 
follows:  Marion.  56-27;  Huntington  Catholic,  47-24;  Ossian.  5Q-36;  Peru,  48-53: 
New  Haven.  36-20:  Portland.  33-30.  Then  came  Central  of  Fort  Wayne  to  nip  the 
Irish  32-31   in  the  closing  minutes  of  the  game  after  a  hard-fought  battle. 

Next  came  Columbia  City,  who  C.  C.  handled  with  not  too  much  trouble. 
Score  49-50.  South  Side  was  the  second  to  shade  the  Irish  in  an  overtime,  with  a 
score  of  54-52.  after  a  thrill  packed  game  which  left  all  of  us  a  little  dazed. 

During  the  Christmas  holidays  the  Irish  team  traveled  to  Anderson,  where 
they  we'-e  trampled  on  by  St.  Marys,  Anderson,  41-51,  and  later  in  the  same 
tourney  by  Cathedral,  43-57. 

Afterwards  the  Irish  traveled  to  West  Lafayette  where  they  won  by  a  score 
ol  33-21  over  their  opponents.  The  North  Side  Redskins  came  out  to  down  the 
Purple  and  Cold  team  44-33  and  once  again  the  team  seemed  to  be  in  a  slump, 
they  pidled  out  to  win  from  Berne,  43-to-40.  only  to  fall  back  again  when  they 
lost  to  Collegeville,  40-3Q.  But  they  surprised  all  of  us  by  coasting  to  the  end  of 
the  season,  winning  every  game,  a  total  of  seven  games  that  went  as  follows:  Gar- 
rett, 26-24;  Auburn,  35-27;  Elmhurst,  33-27;  Butler,  45-13:  Leo,  35-27;  New  Haven, 
57-56;   Decatur  Catholic,   49-10, 

Incidentally  in  the  New  Haven  clash  big  Ed  Stanczak  broke  the  city  s  indi- 
vidual scoring  record  of  255,  which  was  held  by  Henry  Kulesza. 

Stan  pushed  the  record  up  to  247  points  in  this  game  and  in  the  Decatur 
game  ran  up  the  record  score  to  266.  which  now  is  the  city  s  highest  individual 
scoring  record.  Central  Catholic  s  star  team  came  through  winning  16  out  of  20 
regular  season  games  which  amounted  to  80%. 

STATE  CATHOLIC  TOURNAMENT 

Now  all  eyes  turned  to  the  State  Catholic  tourney  which  was  to  be  held  at 
South  Side  gym  in  Fort  Wayne  on  February  25-24-25. 

Despite  C.  C.  s  double  set-back  during  the  holiday  invitational  meet  at  An- 
derson the  dovvntoNvn  five  still  remained  a  slight  favorite  to  annex  the  crown  for 
the   second   straight  year. 

In  the  opening  game  Memorial  of  Evansville  was  C.  C.  s  foe.  One  hour  and 
forty-seven  minutes  after  the  toss-up,  the  final  score  read  C.  C.  46,  Evansville  36. 
Thus  the  first  step  to  the  state  crown  was  completed.  The  Irish  trimmed  Central 
Catholic  of  South  Bend  41-37  in  their  next  clash  on  Saturday  afternoon,  but  were 
almost  beaten  by  a  fourth-quarter  burst  of  fast  excellent  playing.  The  Irish  bom- 
barded the  hoop  from  all  angles  to  pull  up  the  score  from  27-22  to  27-29.  Thus  once 
again  they  continued  on  the  way  to  State  Champs. 

In  the  final  clash  the  Irish  met  Collegeville  and  smothered  them  40-27.  This 
meant  the  State  Championship  for  Central  Catholic  for  the  second  consecutive 
year.  But  all  is  not  over  yet,  for  now  all  attention  turned  to  the  National  Catholic 
Tournament  which  was  again  to  be  held  in  Chicago. 

NATIONAL  CATHOLIC  TOURNAMENT 

In  the  first  game  the  Fort  Wayne  five  rolled  over  Austin,  Minn,,  to  a  tune  of 
44-27  for  an  easy  win.  They  swept  past  Messmer  of  Milwaukee  by  the  score  ot 
42-50  with  not  too  much  trouble.  But  as  their  third  test  rolled  around.  St.  Philly  s, 
Chicago,  the  breeze  of  the  Windy  City  began  to  blow  a  little  stronger  and 
almost  blew  C.  C.  out  of  running,  but  it  died  down  as  the  brilliant  rally,  started 
by  Ed  Stanczak  and  followed  up  by  Ed  Klotz,  began  to  click.  The  nnal  score  read 
53-51. 
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An  old  rival,  St.  Leo  of  Chicago,  whom  C.  C  defeated  33-27  earner  in  the 
season  was  the  next  foe.  Without  much  trouble  C.  C.  downed  Leo  31-42. 

St.  Michaels  from  Santa  Fe,  Ne%v  Mexico,  came  a  long  distance  to  thrill 
everyone  who  sa\v  or  heard  the  hnal  game.  It  proved  a  tight  thriller  for  the  Fort 
Wayne  hoys  who  participated  in  the  game.  After  trailing  the  entire  game,  the 
Irish  in  another  of  their  brilliant  rallys,  shot  the  ball  from  all  angles  to  get  them- 
selves on  the  long  end  of  a  33-33  score.  As  the  gun  cracked  forty-odd  seconds  after 
they  had  gained  this  slim  margin  Central  Catholic  of  Fort  Wayne  was  again  pro- 
claimed National  Champions  and  now  have  two  legs  on  the  Cardinal  Mundelein 
Trophy.  We  are  all  looking  forward  to  next  year  when  we  expect  the  Central 
Catholic  Fighting  Irish  to  again  retain  their  championship  and  annex  the  cup 
as  a  permanent  fixture  in  the  trophy  case  at  C.C.H.S.  in  Fort  Wayne.

It  became  a  tremendous  success,  having  risen  from  a  junior  class  project 
to  a  school   paper  in  t\vo   editions.    The  staff  was  composed  solely  of  junior  boys  under  the  direction  of  Brother  Leon. 

The  year  nineteen  hundred  and  forty  spelled  additional  success  for  the  Snamrocfc.  Our  superintendent  officially  acclaimed 
it  as  the  Central  Catholic  High  School  paper.  With  the  addition  of  two  seniors,  Joan  Suelzer  and  Betty  Bnmner,  the  Shamrocfc 
was  continued  by  the  sante  pioneer  staff  at  tlie  beginning  of  its  second  year  s  existence.  However,  since  this  paper  arose  as 
a  Junior  project,  it  was  thought  best  by  all  concerned  that  it  be  continued  as  such  for  the  school.  This  year  s  Juniors  were 
therefore  put  in  charge  of  it  after  they  had  been  carefully  trained  in  the  routine  of  work,  met  by  assisting  in  the  publication 
of  tfie  first  two  issues  of  Volume  Two. 

With  the  publication  of  the  last  issue,  on  May  20,  the  second  volume  of  the  Shamrock  was  completed.  The  Shamrock  is 
now  two  years  old.  As  we  page  through  the  numerous  issues  of  its  two  volumes  we  can  readily  see  its  outstanding  characteris- 
tic—student work.  Besides  being  composed  completely  by  the  students,  it  is  likewise  printed  by  them.  Certainly  this  one  factor, 
if  no  other,  exemplihes  that  a  school  paper  is  an  essential  and  not  an  accessory  at  Central  Catholic.  All  the  work  is  done  by  the 
students ;  they  compose  articles ;  they  proof-read  them ;  they  set  up  the  dummy  copy ;  they  stencil  the  true  copy  and  again 
proof-read  the  copy;  finally  they  print  the  finished  copy  and  distribute  it.    An  all-student  project  is  vest  in  the  Sluijnrock.

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The  baton  is  raised,  the  players  place  their  instruments  in  position  and  at  the  signal  from  the  director 
strains  of  music  fill  the  hall  and  everyone  present  is  brought  to  rapt  attention.  This  scene  has  taken  place 
in  our  auditorium — and  we  have  listened  to  good  music  finely  rendered  by  our  own  Central  Catholic  High 
School  Orchestra.  Hats  off  to  our  orchestra!  Since  this  is  the  second  year  of  our  school  and  only  the  first 
year  for  the  orchestra  there  is  little  wonder  that  we  reel  this  proud  exuberance.  This  year  through  the 
leadership  of  Father  Miller,  Central  Catholic  has  become  aware  of  this  fine  group  of  musicians  who  have 
turned  in  perfected  performances  after  diligent  practice  and  patience. 

The  orchestra  is  made  up  of  thirty-one  pieces  which  include:  piano,  violins,  cello,  clarinets,  saxo- 
phone, trumpets,  trombones,  baritone,  basses,  and  drums.   The  members  are  taken  from  all  four  classes. 

The  orchestra  was  organized  the  first  week  in  October  and  since  that  time  has  played  at  many  out- 
standing functions.

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This  scliool  year  1930-  40  initiated  activity  in  the  field  of  dramatics  through  classes  in 
its  science  and  art,  and  through  the  school  dramatics  society  The  Masque  and  Wig.  It  is 
another  attempt  by  the  school  to  arouse  and  cultivate  original  thinking  by  the  students. 
Where  is  the  creative  force  in  the  theatre?  No  other  of  all  the  arts  known  to  man  can  boast 
of  as  many  creative  opportunities  as  the  theatre.  With  the  combined  field  of  all  the  arts; 
the  painter,  the  designer,  the  architect,  the  costumer,  the  decorator,  it  requires  the  skill  or 
the  technician,  the  study  of  the  body,  mind,  soul,  and  character:  history  helps  to  understand 
the  present  and  create  the  future;  time  is  no  lioundary  in  the  theatre,  eternity  is  the  goal. 
The  creative  mind  rules  over  the  material.  The  spirit  ascends  on  the  doings  of  faith  and 
imaginating  to  the  eternal  creator  of  all  art  and  beauty.  Such  is  the  creative  force  of  the 
manifold  art  of  the  theatre. 

The  classes  in  dramatics  purpose  is  to  teach  their  students  the  scientific  elements  in 
acting,  directing  and  makeup,  while  the  Masque  and  Wig  was  founded  to  atlow,  in  a 
diluted  fashion,  these  same  opportunities  to  those  who  were  unable  to  attend  the  actual 
classes.  Upon  December  17,  1939,  this  new  club  was  formed  under  the  joint  leadership  of 
Bette  Henslee,  president;  Albert  Younghaus,  vice-president:  Joan  Schafer.  secretary;  Au- 
gust Lampke,  treasurer:  Catherine  Johnson,  critic,  and  George  Deininger,  sergeant-at- 
arms.  Father  H.  J.  Schnurr,  instructor  in  dramatics  and  public  speaking,  served  as  the 
moderator   of   the   club. 

The  knowledge  and  skills  obtained  through  these  channels  were  tested  under  the 
stress  of  actual  productions.  Three  full  evening  performances  were  staged  during  the  year, 
each  achieving  both  artistic  and  financial  success.  The  first.  Life  Begins  at  Sixteen,  No- 
vember, 1940,  a  comedy  drama,  was  directed  by  Catherine  Johnson,  with  George  Keller, 
Mary  Ann   Kelly,   Harold   Conroy,   and   Geraldine  Goral  occupying  the   leads.   This  was 
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followed  by  a  drama  The  Rosary  ,  March 
16,  1Q40,  which  was  sponsored  by  the  dra- 
matic club.  Betlle  Henslee  and  Jeanne 
Wigent  directed  this  play  in  which  Harold 
Conroy,  Geraldine  Goral.  Donnelly  Mc- 
Donald, June  Pepe.  Ruth  Ann  Suelzer 
and  Robert  Kramer  executed  prominent 
roles.  The  final  vekide  of  the  year  Shirt 
Sleeves  ,  May  12,  1940,  achieved  very  fav- 
orable acceptance  through  the  joint  super- 
vision of  Mary  Ann  Kelly  and  Margaret  McEntaffer.  Bette  Henslee,  Roy  Grimmer,  ^lary- 
alice  Foley,  Donnelly  McDonal,  Ruthanne  Suelzer  and  Max  Zent  portrayed  the  major 
characters.  The  season  at  C.  C.  H.  S  terminated  with  an  evening  of  old  fashioned  enter- 
tainment featuring  the  melodrama  Rudolph  s  Revenge  directed  by  Don  Hoffman,  the 
soulrette-songs  of  Mary  Ann  Kelly,  and  the  Black-Face  comedians,  William  Schott  and 
Robert  Kramer. 

In  addition  to  this  cuttare  and  entertainment  the  Masque  and  Wig  sponsored  a 
spring  dance  at  St.  Patricks   lyceum;    Gene   Sheridan    orchestraed    the   event. 

In  retrospect  the  year  was  marked  with  much  intelligent  and  sucessful  theatric  activity. 
The  students  Ralph  Bowser,  Harold  Conroy,  James  Freiburger,  Don  Hoffman,  Bette  Hens- 
lee, Mary  Ann  Kelly,  Margaret  McEntaffer,  Maryalice  Foley  and  Jeanne  Wigent  received 
letters  in  dramatics.   Cteraldine  Goral  being  the  only  recipient  of  a  sweater. 

With  such  a  start  the  school  has  every  legitimate  reason  for  anticipating  continued 
success  in  this  field.

Since  the  estanlisriment  of  the  schools  many  years  ago.  it  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the 
faculty  of  Central  Catholic,  St.  Catherine  s.  and  St.  Augustine  s.  and  the  Catholic  commercial 
schools  to  graduate  model  students.  By  model  students  we  mean  those  who  are  able  to  attain  very 
high   averages   in   intelligence,   character,   and   religious  training. 

Students,  as  everyone  else,  need  an  incentive  for  work!  As  trophies  are  awarded  for  the  win- 
ning of  athletic  contests,  just  so  the  faculty  has  provided  a  trophy,  in  the  form  of  a  monogram,  for 
those  who  by  diligent  application  are  able  to  qualify  for  this  award. 

Before  the  schools  were  united  each  had  its  own  separate  honor  system.  These  programs 
vsere  essentially  identical;  each  was  designed  to  encourage  character  building,  increase  interest  in 
religious  activity,  and  promote  application  to  study.  The  requirements  for  the  award  as  listed, 
however,  varied  somewhat.  Now  at  the  new  Central  Catholic  High  School  the  same  systems 
as   before   are   being   continued,   with   slight   niodihcations  to  fit  the  immediate  need. 

The  attainment  of  a  monogram  is  evidence  of  much  effort  on  the  part  of  the  student.  It  de- 
notes not  only  a  high  scholastic  rating  in  the  curricular  subjects,  but  a  better  than  average  rating 
in  extra  curricular  activities.  These  ratings  classify  the  all-round  conduct  of  a  student  as  being 
above  par.  Each  member  of  the  Monogram  Club  has  maintained  a  steady  average  of  QO'^f  or  better 
in  his  studies.  In  addition  each  member  has  held  an  average  of  90 '<  in  conduct  and  effort.  An 
honor  system  such  as  we  have  at  Central  Catholic,  when  functioning  at  its  best,  serves  as  a  true 
incentive  for  intellectual  progress.  It  develops  personal  good  character  and  encourages  the  quali- 
ties that  foster  good  citizenship. 

1  he  winning  of  the  monogram  should  not.  in  the  last  analysis,  be  considered  the  sole  re- 
ward for  the  effort  put  forth  in  its  attainment.  A  far  greater  reward  is  the  accjuiring  of  a  better 
foundation  for  a  happy  and  useful  life.
